Claims 1-12 are pending. No claim is allowed. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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2. Claims 1-12 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Following reasons apply: 

It is unclear what is the meaning of the citation of "any of the forgoing" in claims. 

Examiner notes, that WX and Y all are CH. Why WX and Y represent them when there 
is no other substituent. Applicant may consider amending the claims to change WX and Y to 
CH. In this way it would be easy to understand the invention. 

Closest prior art is US Patent 4,801,592. The reference does not teach nor suggests the 
compounds containing a halo substituent as in present invention. 

Examiner called to discuss the minor 112 (2) issue and about the references cited in the 
specification. Attorney Rebecca Gegick told the Examiner that at this time Applicant would like 
to send supplemental IDS listing all the references in the specification with the copies. At this 
time therefore, Examiner will send the action with only 112 (2) as was requested. Also the 
amendments may require a new structure to substitute WX and Y by CH.
